CHARLES  O.  McCULLOM 


During  our  senior  year,  our  town  and  our  school  were  saddened  by  the  loss  of  an  out- 
standing citizen  and  friend.  Charles  O.  McCullom  enthusiastically  worked  to  "do  some- 
thing for  the  kids"  of  Andover.  He  founded  the  Andover  Church  Basketball  League  for 
boys  from  nine  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  not  only  served  as  President,  Treasurer,  and 
chief  fund-raiser  for  the  league,  which  now  consists  of  twelve  teams,  but  also  coached 
the  South  Church  team.  One  of  his  treasured  possessions  was  a  plaque  given  to  him  by 
the  league  bearing  the  inscription,  "For  Outstanding  Contribution  to  the  Youth  of  the 
Community." 

As  one  of  the  eight  charter  members  of  the  Andover  Boosters  Club,  Mr.  McCullom 
was  a  leader  in  organizing  the  Andover  Little  League  Baseball  teams.  The  Boosters  be- 
came active  in  1948  and  have  aided  athletes  and  young  people  of  the  town  since  that 
time.  The  annual  membership  drive  headed  by  Mr.  McCullom  has  provided  funds  for 
scholarships. 

Throughout  the  years,  Charles  McCullom  was  active  in  these  organizations.  His  greatest 
reward  was  seeing  boys  to  whom  he  had  given  a  helping  hand  perform  at  Andover  High 
School  and  in  college.  As  one  associate  put  it,  "Charlie  McCullom  rubbed  off  on  the 
youth  of  Andover,  and  they  were  the  better  for  it.  He  may  be  gone,  but  his  contributions 
to  the  community  won't  be  forgotten."

The  1966-67  Winter  Track  Team  made  a  spirited  bid  for  a 
third  consecutive  North  Shore  League  title,  losing  out  in  the  final 
meet  of  the  season.
